Ronald Skura Meets Death In 
Highway Accident Last Wednesday 


Ronald Skura, five-year-old son 
of Mr. and Mrs. William Skura of 
Coleman, died en route to hospi¬ 
tal late Wednesday afternoon 
shortly after he had been struck 
by a car on Highway No. 3 about 
one-fifth mile east of town. 

The boy was struck about 6:30 
p.m. Wednesday by a late model 
car driven by Stanley Soroka of 
Edmonton. Mr. Soroka was trav¬ 
elling west from Lethbridge and 
was facing into the setting sun at 
the time of the accident. 

It is reported the youngster 
had been playing on the south side 
of the highway and attempted 
to cross to his home immediately 
to the'north. 

Police said tire marks indicated 
the Soroka vehicle skidded about 
100 feet before coming to a stop. 
Impact of the collision throw the 
•boy into the ditch. A group of pas¬ 
sing women brought him back onto 
the highway and he died lated en 
route to Crow’s Nest Pass Muni¬ 
cipal hospital. 

Coorner's Jury 
Attach No Blame 

A coroner’s jury under direction 
of Coroner Dr. E. J. Liesemer of 
Coleman, investigating the death 
of five-year-old Ronald John 
Skura, of Coleman, who died as 
the result of A highway accident 
the evening of May 23, returned 
the following verdict: 

“We, the jury, find that Ronald 
J. Skura, age 6, of the town of 
Coleman, came to his death by 
suffering a severe fracture of the 
base of the skull, caused when he 
was hit by a car driven by Stan¬ 
ley John Soroka of the city of 
Edmonton. The said accident oc¬ 
curred on No. 3 highway, at a 
point one-fifth of a mile east of 
the blinker traffic light on the 
eastern outskirts of the town of 
Coleman. Death occurred at ap- 
rpoximately 6:45 pm., Wednes¬ 
day, May 23, (While the said 
Ronald J. Skura was in transit 
to the Crow’s Nest Pass Municipal 
hospital. 

“We, the jury, find that Ronald 
J. Skura came to his death by 
accidental means and that no

blame can be attached to Stanley 
John Soroka, driver of the car. 
We recommend that caution signs 
and/or the blinker light be placed 
further east of its present loca¬ 
tion.” 

The jury comprised foreman 
Horace Allan, Henry Zak Jr.,. John 
Owen, Fred Guerard, Walter 
Purvis and James Duncan, all of 
Coleman. The verdict was re¬ 
turned after a deliberation of 35 
minutes. The body was Identified 
by Tommy Kropinak of Coleman. 

Evidence given by Dr. R. F. 
Stewart, who performed an autop¬ 
sy, stated the lad had sustained 
severe skull fractured at the base 
of the skull to which he attributed 
death, besides the boy suffered 
shock, a compound fracture of the 
right leg and other external in¬ 
juries. 

DRIVER ON STAND 

Stanley Soroka, driver of the 
car, stated he was employed by 
the Shaw Dental Laboratories of 
Edmonton and was travelling west 
ot Coleman. He came to the in¬ 
tersection of the main highway 
and slowed down, as he was not 
familiar with the road. Deciding 
to take the road to the right, 
which is No. 3 highway, he con¬ 
tinued on his way and saw an 
object shoot out onto the road, at 
which time he slammed on his 
brakes. He said the sun was glar¬ 
ing at the time. He saw a smalt 
red and white hat fly over the 
car and on stopping went to the 
front of the car and saw a lady 
there and also the boy. He then 
added he had been driving ten 
years and had had no previous 
accidents. He said the lad’s 
mother was there and said. “He’s 
my boy.” Soroka said he ap¬ 
proached Mrs. Skura and said, 
“I’m sorry this happened.” 

. During the Inquest, plans and 
photographs supplied showed 
there was a slight curve east of 
the scene which could possibly 
obscure the vision at this point. 

The boy was bom in Coleman, 
January 11, 1951. He is survived 
by his parents, Mr. and Mrs. Wil¬ 
liam Skura, and a seven-year-old 
brother Brent.

High¬ 
light of the evening came when 
three members w)ere presented 
with their gold 50 year member¬ 
ship medallions. The gold pins 
were presented to Pete Fontana, 
now of Champion, a 50 year mem¬ 
ber, Joe Anastasio of Bellevue, 
a founder of the lodge and to 50- 
year member Joe Gramacci of 
Bellevue. The three honored guests 
were introduced by Angelo Top- 
pano, president of the lodge, 
while the pins were presented by 
Ferucio Dececco. master of cere¬ 
monies, and a junior member. 

Following the turkey banquet, 
president Toppano welcomed the 
many present after which he gave 
a brief account of how the Italian 
lodge was formed at the now ghost 
town of Lille in 1906.

Council again discussed No. 3 
highway program under way at 
present through the town’s main 
street and Mayor Gray advised 
that he had contacted A. Wrate, 
highway engineer, who informed 
Mr. Gray he was looking into the 
drainage problems along the main 
street. General Paving Company 
will be contacted in regard to pav¬ 
ing from the road to the sidewalk 
and also the opposite side of the 
road when the final coat of sur¬ 
facing is applied this summer.

Yogi Ray Davis of Fort Worth, 
Texas, who has been tattooing 
people for 42 years, says his busi¬ 
ness has never been better. 

“Everybody’s going for it,” he 
said. "The other day I even had 
a rich old dame sneak into my 
shop and make me pull down the 
shades fast so nobody could see 
her. 

“Then she kind of giggled and 
told me what she wanted. She'd 
always wanted a rose tattooed on 
her left thigh. No, I didn’t tell her 
to go to no psychiatrist. I just put 
the rose on her." 

Davis got the name of “Yogi” 
when he worked in vaudeville, cir¬ 
cuses and carnivals.

dandelion, plantain and most broad 
leaved weeds. One should cover the 
whole lawn but one must be care¬ 
ful to miss any flowers or shrub¬ 
bery because these sprays will se¬ 
riously damage if not kill them. 

For a real job one should al¬ 
ways repeat the spraying in about 
three weeks to a month’s time. 
This second application will catch 
those weeds which have sprouted 
from seed since the first treat¬ 
ment. It is best to keep one spray¬ 
er for this weed killing business 
only, otherwise one must be most 
careful to wash machine and noz¬ 
zle thoroughly before using for 
any other purpose. 

Keep planting 

There is a strong temptation 
when the weather really turns 
warm to get out and dig and plant 
the whole garden on a single af¬ 
ternoon. Experienced people, how¬ 
ever, restrain that natural urge. 
They know that there is no great 
rush and if they spread the plant¬ 
ing over several weeks or more, 
likewise the harvest and the pleas¬ 
ure of gardening will be spread 
out.

The world’s first one-rail 
road is to be built near Cologne 
this year. 

The city parliament has voted 
to accept an offer from Swedish 
multi-millionaire Axel Wenner- j 
Gren’s Alweg Mono-rail Co. to 
construct a two-mile section free 
of charge at suburban Flittard. 

Company officials said they 
trust this test section will help 
win over the city fathers to ap¬ 
prove funds for a projected Mono- 
rail between Cologne and the town 
of Opladen—about 11 miles. 

Construction costs for the com¬ 
plete Cologne-Opladen railroad, 
including 24 cars for 100 passen¬ 
gers each, are estimated at $8,- 
806,000. 

Alweg officials say the Mono- 
rail train can do 100 miles an hour 
and is safe as a conventional train. 
It runs on small rubber wheels 
clinging to a rail-like track of 
concrete. The smooth surface of 
the track permits shockless travel

A piece 
of foam rubber, felt or cotton bat¬ 
ten is pressed tightly against the 
injured area as soon as possible 
after the injury and held tightly 
in place with tape or elastic band¬ 
age.

and leaking from broken blood

Physical deterioration 


Baby moth does 
most damage to 
winter woolens 

Contrary to popular belief it 
isn’t the parent flying moth that 
does such damage to winter wool¬ 
lens and other; garments. The cul¬ 
prit is the baby moth or larvae. 

These tiny larvae feed on wool, 
fur, hair and proteins such as the 
stains left pn clothing by gravy 
and other" foodstuffs. And while 
the baby moths will not eat most 
natural and synthetic fibres, they 
will harm the fibre in their search 
for stains or for the wool content 
a blended fabric. 

For thiS reason it is particularly 
important to have clothes and j 
blankets cleaned before storing 
away for another year. Dry clean¬ 
ing removes soil and stains that 
attract moth larvae, and it also 
destroys any larvae that may be 
present at the time of cleaning. 
Clean before storing 
Even if there were no danger of 
moth damage, it would be advis¬ 
able to have winter garments 
cleaned before storing as this 
takes out stains before they can 
set, and flushes out dirt before it 
becomes ground into fibres. 

As a further pn tection for wool 
and wool blended fabrics, it is pos¬ 
sible to order a moth resistant 
finish. Many cleaners are equipped 
to provide this service. 

Some housewives have found 
that it pays to send winter gar¬ 
ments out to be stored. For thos< 
who prefer to store theirs at home, 
they should be placed In a sealed 
bag or box. Be careful not to put 
a moth or Insect control prepara¬ 
tion directly on a fabric. This 
could be the cause of fabric and 
color damage.

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Angling For Trout 
In Small Lakes - 
Big Factor 

Honorable Norman Willmore, 
Minister of Lands and Forests said 
that angling for trout in small 
lakes has become a big factor in 
the -general sport fishing picture 
in Alberta. The program of stock¬ 
ing small lakes was begun in a 
small way fMl950r When these 
trials gave promising results, the 
program was expanded and during 
the summers of 1953, 1954, and 
1955 quite a few lakes that were / 
stocked showed signs of petefmg 
out. This could not be blamed on 
failure to stock, as fresh, supplies 
of trout were released in each lake 
each spring. The initial interests 
and later failure have a rather 
peculiar explanation; 


In the first place, only lakes 
were stocked in which no trout 
of predatory fish existed. Efforts 
to establish trout in lakes con¬ 
taining pike were not successful; 
also addition of trout to lakes with 
trout already in them did not 
seem to increase the yield of -trout. 
It seems very likely, -then, that 
after the first two stockins had 
established trout in a -previously 
barren lake, it became a trout 
lake; and the trout in it prevented 
the survival 1 of later plants. It is 
not necessary to assume that the 
f>ig trout eat -the little ones, al¬ 
though probably some are lost 
that way. Recent research on trout 
habits both here in Alberta and 
in other places indicates that trout 
are like some birds and animals 
—they establish definite “hofties.” 
These-‘dromes’’ are small areas in 
which they spend most of their 


time and out of which they drive 
any invader, including another 
trout. This has the effect of mak- 
homeless wanderers. It has been 
found that the first arrivals in a 
ltfke reach nearly a pound by fall; 
fish introduced the next year will 
reach about ten ounces; and fish 
put in the third year may reach 
five or six ounces or scarcely 
grow at all. In streams the effects 
are even more pronounced, the 
late arrivals in a stream usually 
fail to live through the first 
winter. 

The current -big problem in man¬ 
aging these trout lakes is to get 
rid of the big trout that are not 
caught after three years. Gill- 
netting has been tried but, con¬ 
trary to most anglers’ opinion, it is 
practically impossible to get all 
the fish out of a lake with nets. 
The most promising scheme is to 


kill off the big fish every four 
years or so with a fish toxicant. 
This is a chemical deadly to fish, 
but -harmless to man and animals. 
The main objection to this method 
is the expense. Fish toxicants have 
so far been too costly to use on a 
large scale. 

This winter was a severe one and 
a great many lakes have suffer - 
red heavy winter-kills and some 
a partial winter-kill. This has 
helped to solve the problem but, 
of course, the little trout also died. 

Many winter-killed lakes are 
now virtually in the same con¬ 
dition as they were before trout 
was first introduced a few years 
ago. It is anticipated that the in¬ 
itial success obtained in plant¬ 
ing of the pothole type of lake 
will be repeated again this year 
with the trout reaching almost a 
pound in weight by fall.

Family assistance to 
be given immigrants 

The Hon. J. W. Pickersgill, min¬ 
ister of Citizenship and Immigra¬ 
tion, made the following an¬ 
nouncement today: 

The Department of Citizenship 
and Immigration is now accept¬ 
ing applications for Family As¬ 
sistance from eligible immigrants 
and returning Canadian citizens. 

Subject -to the approval of Par¬ 
liament, an amount of $5.00 per 
month, beginning Aprik- 1, 1956, 
will be paid on behalf of each child 
of an immigrant or of a Canadian 
citizen returning to live in Canada 
permanently, until such child has 
reached 16 years of age or has 
lived in Canada for 12 months. 

To receive -Family Assistance 
mothers are requested to make 
application at the Immigration 
Office nearest to their home or by 
writing to the Director of Immi¬ 
gration, Department of Citizen¬ 
ship and Immigration, Ottawa. 

Family Assistance cheques will 
be mailed to mothers directly from 
Ottawa every three months. For 
convenience each quarterly cheque 
will be accompanied by an appli¬ 
cation form to be submitted near 
the end of the following three- 
month period. 

Family Assistance payments are 
intended to help newcomers be¬ 
come established in Canada and

SUFFERING BRINGS 
FELLOWSHIP IN CHRIST 

When Jesus hung upon the cross, 
one of the two thieves between 
whom He was crucified reviled 
Him, urging Him to save Himself 
and them. The other thief rebuked 
his fellow, reminding him they 
were suffering justly for their mis¬ 
deeds, whereas Jesus was suffer¬ 
ing for His innocence and good¬ 
ness. The penitent thief had the 
reward of hearing Jesus say, “This 
day thou shalt be with me in 
Paradise.” 

It is the distinction' between two 
kinds of suffering which Peter em¬ 
phasizes in his writings that does 
so much to encourage suffering 
j Christians. 

The Christian who suffers is a 
J partaker of the sufferings of 
! Christ. Instead of being embitter¬ 
ed, he may well glorify God. 
j Certainly as we observe life, we 
| can not very well say that the 
| ideal life is entirely free from suf- 
i fering. 

I We have seen those who have

Late in April most of the Pho¬ 
tographic Squadron based at 
RCAF Station Rockdiffe left the 
Ottawa area for Arctic detach¬ 
ments located at Cambridge Bay 
on Victoria Island and at Fort 
Churchill, Man.

The time taken 
for the pulse to travel from the 
aircraft and return from the 
ground station is measured, divid- j 
ed in half, and converted into units 
of distance. From these calcula¬ 
tions definite control points in 
terms of latitude and longitude 
can be established, upon which the 
aerial photos for map-making can 
be located accurately.
